Description: Through this NOFO, the Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 

is announcing the availability of $1,000,000 for the research project titled “Closing the 

Homeownership Gap and Preserving Homeownership During Economic Decline.” HUD may 

fund more than one award from the funds available under this NOFO. The objective of the 

NOFO is to fund rigorous evaluations of (a) the factors that contribute to the gaps in 

homeownership rates among different demographic groups, and the effect of public policies and 

other initiatives (including private or philanthropic efforts) on addressing these gaps, and (b) how 

homeownership can be preserved during economic decline including the effects of related public 

policies and other initiatives (including private or philanthropic efforts on achieving preservation 

goals). Proposals may address either or both these topics. The research funded under this NOFO 

will advance scientific knowledge and produce policy-relevant evidence on homeownership gaps 

and may inform the development of future approaches to help communities of color and other 

underserved communities achieve more equitable homeownership rates.

Who is eligible? When can we apply? 

Local governments, including cities, townships, counties, special district governments, state 

agencies and federally recognized tribal governments (who choose to apply as subapplicants) are 

considered subapplicants. They must submit subapplications to their state, territory or tribal 

applicant agency. (PEMA)

2023 Clean School Bus (CSB) Grant Program

Description: incentivize and accelerate the replacement of existing school buses with clean and 

Zero Emissions (ZE) school buses. Eligible activities include the replacement of existing 

internal-combustion engine (ICE) school buses with electric, propane, or compressed natural gas 

(CNG) school buses, as well as the purchase of electric vehicle supply equipment (EVSE) 

infrastructure and EVSE installations. Applications will be accepted from state and local 

governmental entities that provide bus service, including public school districts; eligible
